RUMORS ON THE BAND 


A plethora of announcements, rumors, and serious DX fun 


The Big DXpeditions for this month are Cocos-Keeling, Curacao, 
Saba, & St. Maarten. Note that the Caribbean operations are fo- 
cused on 6 Meters. The sporadic E season is upon us. The opera- 
tors going to various new entities are seasoned 6 meter DXers with 
several DXCC entities under their belt both worked and operated 
from. Jimmy, W6JKV, has made annual treks to the Caribbean dur- 
ing E season to hand out QSOs to as many as he can. Mike, 
K6MYC, too has travelled extensively to operate six meter DX. Lle- 
wellyn “Pat” Rose, W5OZI, of Junction, Texas, is the recipient of the 
Fred Fish Memorial ARRL Award (FFMA) #2. FFMA #1 was awarded 
posthumously to Fred Fish, W5FF (SK), himself. This award was cre- 
ated in honor of Fred Fish, W5FF (Sk), a legendary VHF+ operator 
who became the first amateur to work and confirm all 488 Maiden- 
head grid squares within the 48 contiguous United States on 6 me- 
ters. 


Those new to six meters please read the articles in past newsletters 
regarding the idiosyncrasies of the Magic Band. In particular please 
observe the DX Code of Conduct. If you can’t hear them you can’t 
work them. Many hear a lot better than others. Please give them the 
opportunity. Every local is loud, particularly those on hilltops. You are 
also loud at their QTH. If there is a rare opening please refrain from 
working local stateside stations minimizing unintentional interference. 
If you have to work the double hop stations understand that even 5 watts does the trick. In an opening 
during F2 season JA stations were run reliably with only 1 watt. This is one band where “I do not have 
time for QRP” does not apply. Please be considerate. The openings are short. Please refrain from rag 
chewing, particularly with the DX. Minimize the QSO time. Give only the bare essentials. Know what is on 
the band by using either DX Sherlock or ON4KSTs website. You can chat to the DX that is on at 
ON4KSTs website. For the most part every Dxpedition will be there. 


Have fun and enjoy this E season! So far it looks like it will be a great one. Remember WAC has been 
achieved in one E season and many rare stations have been worked over some very unique paths!

James McLaughlin, WA2EWE / T6AF (K6YUI 

James McLaughlin, WA2EWE/T6AF, was one of several killed in Kabul, Afghanistan on Wednes- 
day, April 27. News sources say that eight American troops and a US contractor died Wednesday 
after an Afghan military pilot opened fire during a meeting in an operations room of the Afghan Air 
Corps at the Kabul airport -- the deadliest episode to date of an Afghan turning against his coalition 
partners, officials with the NATO-led International Security Assistance Force (ISF) in Afghanistan 
said. 


Licensed since 1972, McLaughlin was a career US military officer. Bob Magnani, K6QXY, told the 
ARRL that McLaughlin was just in the US a week ago, visiting his family: "His son Adam, KD6POE, 
works for me. He told me that his dad had been in Afghanistan and Iraq many times over the past 
few years, most currently serving as a flight instructor.” McLaughlin posted on his qrz.com page that 
“almost every day, | operate at around 1230 - 1430 UTC. Sometimes | am QRV until around 

1500 UTC.” As of March 26, 2011, he had logged 4359 QSOs, most of them on RTTY and PSK. -- 
Thanks to Russ Bentson, KEKLY, CNN and Fox News for the information communications and the 
three radar for the control of the air space.

Special Call IIZ3KNE (W6NRQ) 

The "Radio Club Valsugana-Valsugana Servizio Radio Onlus" is organizing on Saturday 18 and 
Sunday, June 19, 2011 a special event station with ham radio callsign IISNKE at the ex NATO base 
named "Thunder Base” , near Folgaria (TN, Italy). 


At this site, recently restored by the municipal administration of Folgaria and Autonomous Province 
of Trento as a memorial park, has been recreated a section of surface-to-air missiles "NIKE Hercu- 
les", supplied to NATO during the Cold War and located in eleven others Italian Air Force missile 
bases present in northern Italy and operational until the end of the sixties, under the NATO air de- 
fense system of southern Europe. 


At “Thunder Base” are three of these missiles, the last remaining in Europe, positioned on the 
launch pads, while a fourth missile to be dissected and placed in the building for educational pur- 
poses. 


The special radio station IISNKE will be managed by amateur radio operators of the "Radio Club 
Valsugana - Valsugana Servizio Radio Onluss" and will operate on all amateur bands HF / VHF / 
UHF / SHF on Voice, CW, PSK31,RTTY, APRS and Wi-Fi. 


A special QSL card created for the event, will be sent via bureau to all amateurs who will contact the 
station, all the info about the QSL manager will be available online. The activation of the special 
name II3 NKE is queued to the "3rd Reunion" of ex soldiers who served at the "Thunder Base" and 
other Italian Nike missile bases during the Cold War period. 


The IISNKE amateur radio station will operate from control area IFC, on the summit of Mount To- 
raro, about 3 km from the launch site, where in the cold war period was installed the antenna for ra- 
dio communications and the three radar for the control of the air space.
